A MAN who died after his car crashed into a 
tree was a member of the United States Air 
Force (USAF) stationed at RAF Mildenhall. 

The Honda Civic hit a tree after leaving the 
A1304 at Newmarket, near the junction with 
the A11 northbound at 2.10am on Sunday. 

No other vehicle was involved in the colli¬ 
sion. 

Emergency services attended but the male 
driver, who has not yet been formally identi¬ 
fied, died at the scene. His family have been 
informed. 

Col Kenneth T. Bibb, of the 100th Air Refu¬ 
eling Wing, said: “It is with great sadness that I 
inform you that a vehicle was found in a ditch 
with a body inside it before dawn on July 28 
2013. The vehicle is registered to a member 
stationed at RAF Mildenhall.” 

It could take up to a week to confirm the 
identity of the man, due to his “extensive in¬ 
juries”, Col Bibb said. 

He added: “Even though we cannot con¬ 
firm the individual’s identity, we are greatly 
saddened by this loss. I have asked our chap¬ 
lains and support teams to make themselves 
available for anyone who may need to seek 
grievance counselling.” 

The community at the base, which hosts 
more than 16,000 personnel, has come to¬ 


gether to share their sadness at the news. 

Doug MacDonald posted on RAF Milden- 
hall’s Facebook page: “That is awful. I can 
only send my deepest condolences to the 
family, friends and all at RAF Mildenhall on 


this tragic loss.” 

Traci Phelps Ormsby added: “My heart 
hurts for the family that is enduring the loss 
of a loved one. Thinking of everyone at RAF 
Mildenhall, as well. Pull together as a com¬ 


munity/ family.”: 

Police are investigating the collision and 
would like to hear from anyone who saw the 
crash or the vehicle just prior to it.

Scheme to fight 
alcohol crime 


BINGE drinkers who com¬ 
mit minor offences will be of¬ 
fered the chance to take a drink 
awareness course. 

The Alcohol Diversion 
Scheme, pioneered by Suf¬ 
folk and Norfolk Police, aims 
to tackle anti-social behaviour 
and reduce crime by educating 
offenders about the harmful ef¬ 
fects of alcohol. 

People found to be commit¬ 
ting offences will be offered 
the opportunity to enrol on the 
drink awareness course which 
will cost them £45. Offenders 
can choose to opt-out but will 
have to pay the fine of £90. 

Suffolk’s Assistant Chief Const 
able Tim Newcomb said: “One 
of Suffolk Constabulary’s main 
priorities is to reduce crime and 
anti-social behaviour. 

“Alcohol-fuelled crime, re¬ 
gardless of how minor, can have 
a significant impact on people’s 
quality of life and this scheme 
will aim to reduce offending 
by educating people about the 
consequences of their actions 
while supporting personal re¬ 
sponsibly and accountability. 

“I’m confident as a result that

this scheme will have a long- 
lasting and positive impact for 
communities across the coun¬ 
ty.” 

The self-funding scheme, 
which has been successfully pi¬ 
loted in other areas of the coun¬ 
try, sees offenders take part in a 
three-hour workshop aimed at 
tackling crime and reducing re¬ 
offending by encouraging peo¬ 
ple to be more responsible 
for their actions. 

Inspector Becky 
Kidd-Stanton, 
from Suffolk 
Constabulary’s 
licensing team, 
often patrols Suf¬ 
folk’s night-time 
economy areas. 

She said: “This 
scheme will act as a 
first-level intervention and 
gives people the opportunity to 
stay clear from the courts for 
a drunken mistake on a night 
out.” 

The initial start up costs for 
the scheme, which has been 
used in Devon and Cornwall, 



Derbyshire and Hertfordshire, 
have been funded by the Ip¬ 
swich Borough Council and 
Suffolk County Council’s Public 
Health Department. 

And Suffolk’s police and crime 
commisioner Tim Passmore has 
backed the campaign against al¬ 
cohol abuse. 

He said: “Binge drinking is 
having a truly devastating effect 
on our society, both nationally 
and locally. 

“I welcome this innova¬ 
tive alcohol diversion 
scheme and hope 
that those who 
choose to take part 
in the programme 
appreciate the 
impact that their 
behaviour has, not 
only on their health 
and well-being, but 
on the local economy 
and local communities. 

He added: “I actively support 
this initiative aimed at reduc¬ 
ing crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour in the county and will 
be monitoring the success of 
the programme in the coming 
months.”

A NINE-YEAR-OLD boy has been 
reunited with his pet cat after 
refusing to give up his quest. 

Ethan Rattle, of Beck Road, in 
Isleham, was dealt a double blow 
when his 17-year-old cat Minnie 
died last month and then his other 
pet Moonlight went missing. 

The plucky Isleham Primary 
School pupil was heartbroken and 
refused to give his pet up for lost. 

Mum Victoria helped him to 
approach vets all over the area 
where they asked increasingly 
desperately if anyone had seen their 
three-year-old cat Moonlight. 

Victoria said: "At first we thought 
she had just gone for a wander but 
after a few days Ethan began to get 
worried. 

"After we asked around one of the 
vets told us an old man had found 
her in the garden and thought she 
was a stray." 

The pair found out Moonlight 
had been sent to Cats Protection 
League - where she had come from 
originally - and was about to be 
rehomed. 

However just a few days before 
Moonlight was to get a new family, 
Ethan was reunited with his beloved 
pet. 

Ethan said: "I was so happy. The 
people at Cat's Protection were so 
nice, they had bought her a toy. 

"I said they needed to keep that 
for the next cat they have." 

Victoria said: "The moral of the 
story is if you pick up a cat which 
is in your garden, it is not always a 
stray. 

"It may belong to someone." 

She urged pet owners to keep 
their animal's records so they can 


prove their ownership or to get their 
animal microchipped so they are 
easier to trace. 

Victoria said: "We are so grateful 
to Cats Protection. 

"If it wasn't for them we would 


never have found her. 

"She was about to be rehomed so 
if we had been a few days more it 
would have been too late. 

"It is absolutely heartbreaking 
for everyone involved, including 


the people who were to be her new 
family."

Bartender stole 
to buy cannabis 


A WOMAN who stole around 
£800 from her employer to 
buy cannabis because she was 
stressed has avoided being sent 
to prison. 

Debra Morley, 55, of Station 
Road, Kennett, told police she 
was spending £60 a week on the 
drug because of the stress of a 
close relative being ill with leu¬ 
kaemia. 

Morley appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Monday after 
pleading guilty to an offence of 
theft from an employer. 

Morley was warned by Mr Re¬ 
corder Malcolm Bishop QC that 
any further offending would re¬ 
sult in an immediate jail term 
after it emerged she had been 
convicted of a similar offence 
seven years ago. 

Prosecuting, Michael Crimp 
said Morley had for seven years 
worked part time behind the 
bar at the Exning Road Work¬ 
ingmen’s Club, in Newmarket, 
when last December officials 
found that money was missing 
from the till.

A covert CCTV camera was set 
up and on April 19 Morley was 
seen putting money into her 
pocket and again the following 
day. 

Mr Crimp said that while 
charging customers correctly 
for drinks, Morley had rung up 
‘no sale’ on the till and pocketed 
around £40 on each of the two 
days a week she worked. 

Police were alerted and when 
Morley was interviewed she 
told officers that she was go¬ 
ing through a “bad patch” as a 
34-year-old relative had been 
diagnosed with leukaemia. 

To help cope with the stress 
of the situation, Morley said 
she had turned to cannabis and 
was spending £60 a week on the 
drug. 

She accepted that she had 
stolen around £800 from the 
club. 

Defending, John Kellett said 


Morley regretted committing 
the thefts which had taken 
place between December and 
April of this year. 

Mr Kellett said: “This is a trag¬ 
ic case.” 

Sentencing her, Mr Recorder 
Bishop told Morley: “It is very 
sad to see a person of 55 years 
of age appearing in the crown 
court for a second offence of 
dishonesty involving a breach 
of trust. 

“You understand that if you 
continue to behave in this way, 
no matter how diligently you 
perform your duties, the court 
will have no option but to send 
you to prison immediately. 

“I accept that there were 
stresses in your life at that time 
but we all have had stresses 
which we must overcome.” 

Morley was made the subject 
of a 12 month community or¬ 
der with a requirement to par¬ 
ticipate in a Women’s Emotional 
Wellbeing Activity programme. 

She was also ordered to pay a 
£60 victim surcharge.

A CHILD who visits the library 
every month from age three to 
five is two and a half months 
ahead of a five year old who did 
not visit the library as often. 

That is the message from 
Newmarket Library, which has 
become involved in our cam¬ 
paign to get Newmarket’s chil¬ 
dren reading. 

Grace Myers-Crump, New¬ 
market library manager, said: 
“Children that start to read from 
an early age tend to turn into 
teenagers that read and adults 
that read. If we can get them 
into the habit then that is great. 

“There is evidence that read¬ 
ing at an early age will really im¬ 
prove vocabulary and literacy 
skills.” 

Libraries are inclusive and 
non-commercial environ¬ 
ments, she said, where parents 
can bring their children to find 
out what kind of books they like. 

Mum Rachel Wood, is a mem¬ 
ber of the Friends of Newmar¬ 
ket Library group. 

She said: “If you take a child 
to the library then they will 
learn how to choose books.

learning to choose and that is 
what makes a good reader. 

“I remember when I was a 
child I loved going to the library 
as you didn’t have to ask your 
parents for money and if you 
really liked a book you could al¬ 
ways come back and borrow it 
again.

Facts and figures 
on elections 

IN A world where we are often 
so mis-informed, I just felt I had 
to present some facts and figures 
for the readers of the Newmarket 
News to correct Andrew Wilson 
(July 10, 2013) and to address the 
points he raised. 

Mr Wilson states there should be a 
by-election to fill the seat recently 
vacated so that Save Historic 
Newmarket Action Group (SHNAG) 
cannot co-opt another one of their 


own and goes on to state that if 
SHNAG is so popular and produces 
a winning official candidate, the 
new member would at least have 
the support of the electorate. 

In the May 2011 elections, the 
three candidates, whom Mr Wilson 
refers to, were elected to the 
council, which has 18 councillors 
and therefore equates tol 6.67% 
representation on Newmarket Town 
Council. One of those candidates 
received the highest number of 
votes and the other two were 
placed third in the wards they 
represented. Of the total votes cast 


in the two wards concerned, the 
three elected councillors received 
23.71 % of the vote; these figures 
I feel represent a very supportive 
electorate and a very transparent 
process. 

Until the recent resignation of a 
councillor there has only been one 
co-option process since 2011, at 
which no 'SHNAG member' was 
put forward. 

Ten souls have indeed come 
forward to instigate a by-election

‘Serious concerns’ over 
Hatchfield Farm plan 


HUNDREDS of homes proposed 
for a site on the edge of Newmar¬ 
ket have been branded as “disp- 
pointing” by leading figures in the 
racing industry. 

Lord Derby put forward plans 
for up to 600 homes at Hatch- 
field Farm, in Fordham Road, 
just 15 months after his plans for 
1,200 homes at the same site were 
thrown out by the Secretary of 
State. 

The Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group said it had “serious con¬ 
cerns” about the plan. 

Chairman William Gittus said:

“The Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group continues to harbour seri¬ 
ous concerns about the prospect 
of development at Hatchfield 
Farm. 

“We believe that any proposal 
for development of this unallo¬ 
cated, greenfield site is prema¬ 
ture and will remain so until the 
proper local plan process, and all 
the scrutiny and consultation that 
goes with it, has been concluded. 


“It is disappointing that, yet 
again, the landowner appears 
to be trying to jump the gun. 
There are many other areas of 
land which are being considered 
through the correct process.” 

Mr Gittus said the group were 
concerned the development 
would provide housing for com¬ 
muters to Cambridge rather than 
protecting the racing industry. 

“Newmarket is a unique envi¬ 
ronment and, as such, should be 
protected. The horseracing in¬ 
dustry is the biggest contributor 
to Newmarket’s economy and is 


identified as the most likely source 
of further economic growth.” 

Rebekah Paczek, a spokes¬ 
woman for Lord Derby, said: “We 
are aware of concerns raised but 
have also been encouraged by 
a number of people who recog¬ 
nise the need for housing within 
Newmarket to support all types of 
businesses and a growing popula¬ 
tion.” 

She said the proposals will pro¬ 
gress alongside the district coun¬ 
cil’s core strategy review on hous¬ 
ing, set to go for consultation in 
the autumn.

He said we have be¬ 
tween 60,000 and 80,000 
thoughts a day and he 
was trying to show people 
a way of thinking to allow 
us to respond rather than 
react. 

Mr Brotchie, of Milden- 
hall, said: “Our body is

actually affected by those 
thoughts. That can mani¬ 
fest in irritable bowels 
or digestive problems 
or emotional outbursts. 
They are as a result of our 
thoughts and reactions.” 

The cornerstone of the 
process, he said, is the 
method of mindfulness 
- being in the moment 
instead of mindlessly op¬ 
erating on automatic. 

Most people would not 
know who they are when 
they look in the mirror 
or from one moment to 
the next, he said, because 


we are too busy racing 
around like headless 
chickens. 

Another good way to 
work on this is by inter¬ 
rupting your automatic 
routines, for example, by 
holding your toothbrush 
in the other hand or slip¬ 
ping on your trousers 
with your other leg first. 

Bob, from Mildenhall, 
said you can “remap” your 
brain to stop or reduce 
anxious thoughts. 

And the second part 
of the process is to keep 
practising. He said: 
“That’s one of the difficult 
parts in some ways but 
the rewards are huge.” 


And the third thing to 
master is what you do 
with your thoughts hav¬ 
ing observed them. He 
said: “Observe it, does 
anything need to be done 
with it? If not, let it go.” 

He recommended 
people struggling to free 
themselves from a tangle 
of thoughts should seek 
guidance. 

He said: “I think people 
need to be convinced that 
if they see a counsellor, 
it isn’t because they have 
failed, that's the number 
one problem.”

No more 
charges 
for racing 
yard 

A YARD at the centre of 
a doping scandal which 
rocked the racing industry 
will face no further charges. 

Godolphin’s Moulton 
Paddock’s yard was subject 
to an investigation by the 
British Horseracing Au¬ 
thority (BHA) in relation to 
the use of anabolic steroids 
on 22 horses which result¬ 
ed in an eight-year ban for 
trainer Mahmood A1 Za- 
rooni earlier this year. 

The BHA has decided to 
hand out no further charg¬ 
es after their investigation 
did not find any evidence 
to suggest the use of ster¬ 
oids involved any other 
senior figures at the yard, 
including assistant trainer 
Charlie Appleby. 

Adam Brickell, director 
of integrity, legal and risk 
for the BHA, said: “After an 
extensive and thorough in¬ 
vestigation we have found 
no new evidence which 
contradicts that which was 
presented to the discipli¬ 
nary panel. The evidence 
gathered from this inves¬ 
tigation has confirmed 
that Mahmood A1 Zarooni 
acted autonomously and 
was the person solely re¬ 
sponsible for the events 
that took place at Moulton 
Paddocks. 

“However, we have iden¬ 
tified significant failings in 
the processes in place and 
management structure at 
the yard which allowed 
these events to unfold 
without senior manage¬ 
ment becoming aware. 
These findings have been 
shared with Godolphin.” 

Mr Appleby has now 
been granted the trainer’s 
licence at Godolphin.

A SERVICE to celebrate the life of leg¬ 
endary trainer Sir Henry Cecil will be 
held at Ely Cathedral in September. 

The champion Newmarket trainer, 
who worked out ofWarren Place, died 
on fune 11 after losing his battle with 
stomach cancer. He was 70 years old. 

The memorial is to be held on 
September 16 at 1.30pm for friends, 
former staff and all those who knew 
him to come together to pay their re¬ 
spects to the great man. 

His widow, Lady Cecil said: “Since 


Henry died it has been our intention 
to hold a service where his life could 
be celebrated. 

“He touched so many people’s 
lives, something that was made very 
clear by all the wonderful corre¬ 
spondence we received after he died 
and also the kind coverage across the 
media.” 

The details of the service are still 
being finalised but it will include ap¬ 
propriate tributes and memories of 
Sir Henry’s life and career. 


Lady Cecil said: “We feel Ely Ca¬ 
thedral will make a fitting venue for 
the service. It is a magnificent build¬ 
ing and one that Henry appreciated 
himself. 

“He enjoyed telling people that it 
could be seen on a clear day from the 
Newmarket gallops." 

A private family funeral was held 
in June at St Agnes Church, in Bury 
Road. His body was laid to rest at 
Crathes Castle, in Scotland, the an¬ 
cestral seat of his mother’s family.

COMPANIES have a duty 
to the community to hire 
British workers rather than 
"take the easy option" 
and recruit from abroad, 
Newmarket's MP has said.

He said more training 
might be necessary but 
companies should think of 
their social responsibility 
rather than "pure profit". 

However he rejected 
comparisons with Gordon 
Brown's 'British jobs for 
British people' campaign 
during the last Labour 
government.

Support was given to the ap¬ 
plication by a number of 
village groups includ¬ 
ing the Lakenheath 
Cricket Club, the 
Lakenheath jun¬

Lakenheath Lit¬ 
tle Fishes pre 
school and Lak¬ 
enheath Parish 
Council. 

Sherri Butcher, man¬ 
ager of Little Fishes, said: “The 
pavilion has become a central 
part of our community, serving 
all ages from the two-year-olds 
in our care to the 60-year-olds 
still playing cricket. 

“Lakenheath needs the pavil¬ 


ion even more than when it was 
first built since the closure this 
year of the British Legion. 

“Many groups in the village 
have had to find new venues, 
some that may not be really 
suitable but are having to just 
make to do to keep their clubs 
from closing.” 

She added: “Lakenheath is a 
growing village, so therefore its 
amenities should grow with it 
and the pavilion is a very good 
place to start.” 

The playing fields associ¬ 
ation is seeking fund¬ 
ing for the exten¬ 
sion project from 
Sport England 
and has recently 
applied for a 
grant. 

Construction 
will depend on 
how long it takes to 
secure the funding but 
it is hoped one of the exten¬ 
sions could be completed by 
April next year. 

No objections were made to 
the plans, which were support¬ 
ed by Lakenheath Parish Coun¬ 
cil.

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P HYSICALLY and mentally 

exhausted, Ed Williams had been 
swimming for eight hours solid 
and all he could see was water in every 
direction. 

It was 2006 and, at just 19, the 
experienced swimmer was hoping to 
become one of the youngest people in 
history to swim the English Channel, 
but the chilly water and fierce waves 
were taking their toll on his tired body. 

Just as he was considering sacrificing 
months of training and seeking 
comfort aboard the support boat, a 
huge wave lifted Ed high enough for 
him to catch a glimpse of France far in 
the distance and the adrenalin kicked 
in. 

“It took 14 hours in total,” 
remembers Ed. “It was very long - 26 
miles - and the water was just 15 
degrees. I think I was about the 700th 
person to swim the English Channel 
- more people have actually climbed 
Everest than completed the swim.” 

Inspired by his first major swimming 
challenge, a year later the 26-year- 
old, who had been swimming 
independently since the age of 2, 
decided to make a career out of 
his passion and founded the Elite 
Swimming Academy. 

Based in Cambridge, Newmarket 
and Colne, the company is run by Ed 
and his wife Rebecca. Since it was 
launched in 2007 the swim school 
has grown from holding just a few 
lessons to now teaching an average of 
600 children and adults every week, 
with pupils ranging from complete 
beginners to triathletes and even 
members of the British team.

to do with my life,” admits Ed from 
Willingham. “I was at Anglia Ruskin 
University studying film when I 
swam the English Channel but I got 
so behind, with all the training, that 
I dropped out and went and did my 
swimming instructor training and then 
started up the company.” 

Ed’s Channel swim raised £60,000 for 
the Prostate Cancer Research Centre, 
a cause close to his heart as his dad is 
a doctor who specialises in the strain 
of cancer and has also successfully 
battled the disease himself. 

In 2009 Ed undertook his next 
charity swim: an eight-hour slog across 
Lake Windermere in aid of East Anglia’s 
Children’s Hospices (Each), but it’s 
his next challenge, to swim the North 
Channel, which will be his biggest and 
most gruelling one yet. 

“I’m always looking for that 
challenge that’s just a little bit 
different and a little bit bigger than 
the last,” explains Ed. “The English 
Channel swim is the qualifying swim 
for it so this seems the next natural 
progression.” 

Regarded as one of the hardest open- 
water swims there is, Ed is hoping to 
become the 11th person in the world 
to solo swim the epic route, which 


starts at the Mull of Kintyre in Scotland 
and ends at the north Antrim coast in 
Northern Ireland. 

Ed also hopes to set a world record 
in the process by completing the swim 
in under 12 hours. 

“The route as the crow flies is 22 
miles but it’s not a 22-mile swim 
because the tides and current are so 
strong it can actually end up being 
closer to 50 miles,” he says. “It’s a 
very dangerous swim and you won’t 
even be considered for it unless you 
have swum the English Channel or 
something equally impressive.” 

Waves on the northern route can 
reach up to eight feet and the water 
temperature, even in August when 
Ed will be attempting the swim, is 
between just 10 and 13 degrees. And 
then there are the many jellyfish to 
contend with. 

“Some of the nastiest jellyfish in the 
world can be found in that stretch of 
water but it’s not really the jellyfish that 
concern me, it’s more the cold water 
and the waves,” says Ed. 

“It’s inevitable that I will get stung, 
which can be very dangerous, but 
there will be a doctor on board the 
support boat who is there to look after 
me and administer antihistamine if 
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necessary. 

To up the ante even further, just like 
when he swam the English Channel, 
wetsuits aren’t allowed, so all that will 
be between Ed and the icy water are 
his trusty Speedos, a hat and a pair of 
goggles. 

“It’s all about endurance, so one 
of the rules to make it a legitimate 
challenge is no wetsuits are allowed,” 
he says. “A wetsuit adds quite a bit of 
speed and buoyancy, so unfortunately 
you can’t wear one.” 

Explaining that he likes to take on 
a big swimming challenge every four 
years, Ed hopes to match the huge 
figure he raised when he swam the 
English Channel 
and this time he 
is raising funds 
for the Rosie 
Hospital 
through 


Addenbrooke’s 
Charitable Trust 



(Act). 

“My wife and I had our little baby 
(Isabella-Rose) in February and we 
were very lucky as everything was OK 
but not all parents are so lucky,” he 
says. “The charity I choose is always 
something that’s relevant to me at the 
time.” 

Despite his North Channel adventure 
being over a year away, Ed’s training is 
under way and he regularly swims at 
the fesus Green Lido and the lake in 
Milton Country Park, as well as working 
on his upper body strength with the 
help of Cambridge Kettlebells. 

“Training this year is all about fitness 
and stamina and then next year, in the 
final months of training, I’ll be doing a 
lot more extreme distance swimming 
of around 6-7 hour sessions,” he says. 

“I like swimming outdoors for the 
freedom, the isolation and the sheer 
challenge of it, but I like being indoors 
for the fitness, the social aspect of it 
and the warmth!” 

The one area of his training regime 
which he admits could do with a little 
attention is diet but it’s not something 
he’s prepared to change drastically. 

“I probably am a little casual on the 
nutrition side of things, but I eat what 
I want,” he says. “I had a huge cooked 
breakfast before I swam the English 
Channel; for me it was more a case 
of keeping motivated as you get the 
calories in and staying hydrated.” 

Once in the water, Ed’s snacks of 
choice include black coffee, orange 
juice and chocolate bars, which are 
consumed while treading water; if he 




touches the boat then it is automatic 
disqualification. 

Ed believes his swimming challenges 
have helped him to inspire the people 
he teaches and he is already thinking 
about what he will do next. 

“One of the reasons why I do these 
big swims is to inspire the kids that 
they too can do amazing things and 
realise their dreams,” he says. “There’s 
a challenge called the Ocean’s Seven 
which includes the seven hardest 
channels on each of the seven oceans 
and the English Channel and North 
Channel are the two hardest. Hopefully 
I will have already done those so the 
other five are what I’ll be working 
towards next.”

No more cold callers, 
say town residents

OVER 2,500 households are united 
in saying ‘no’ to uninvited door¬ 
step callers after the 50th No Cold 
Calling Zone (NCCZ) in Suffolk 
was set up in Newmarket. 

Angry residents living in Man- 
derston Road, Princess Way and 
Adastral Close decided they no 
longer wanted to have univited 
salespeople knock at their doors 
so applied to set up two NCCZs. 

The zones, which bring the to¬ 
tal in Suffolk up to 50, are clearly 
identified by street signage and 
stickers on householders’ doors, 
in an attempt to empower con¬ 
sumers to say ‘no’ to cold calling 
doorstep traders and stay safe in 
their homes. 

Cllr Colin Spence, Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet member for 
public protection said: “Follow¬ 
ing the launch of Suffolk’s first 
NCCZ in 2009, we have steadily 
increased the number of zones in 
partnership with local communi¬ 
ties and the local police to reach 


the milestone 50th NCCZ.” 

Cllr Spence said: “Community 
safety issues that include the sup¬ 
port and funding of NCCZ are 
very high on the priority list and 
we look forward to growing the 
partnerships that develop within 
Suffolk No Cold Calling Zones and 
empowering the local people liv¬ 


ing within them.” 

Suffolk communities, Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch co-ordinators 
and Safer Neighbourhood teams 
who are concerned about crime 
and doorstop callers are invited 
to nominate roads for a NCCZ by 
contacting Suffolk Trading Stand¬ 
ards. 


Officers will then conduct a 
check of the area to ascertain if a 
scheme is a proportionate meas¬ 
ure. 

Zones are set up free of charge to 
the residents and paid for through 
Trading Standards funding. 

Lee Nunn, Suffolk Constabu¬ 
lary’s lead officer for NCCZs, said: 
“These zones work very effectively 
with the support of the residents 
living within them. 

“When local partnerships unite 
and act together, prompt action 
can be taken and huge differences 
can be made.” 

Trading Standards is supported 
with the use of Consumer Protec¬ 
tion legislation. 

This means that if doorstep cold 
calling is carried out in a zone by 
a trader or company despite the 
warnings, then it may be classified 
as a criminal offence. 

Anyone interested in knowing 
more about NCCZs, including the 
nomination of a road, can contact 
Suffolk Trading Standards.

YOU can teach old dogs new 
tricks or so it would seem 
in Red2, the action-packed 
sequel to 2010 comedy about 
a team of retired assassins, 
who merrily kick butt and run 
rings around highly trained 
agents 30 years their junior. 

Dean Parisot's testosterone- 
fuelled caper is a hugely 
entertaining and polished 
piece of nonsense which 
ramps up the action 
sequences as the lean and 
preposterous plot ricochets 
between Paris, London and 
Moscow at dizzying speed. 

The dream team of Bruce 
Willis, John Malkovich 
and Helen Mirren lock and 
load once again with giddy 
abandon, this time welcoming 
celebrated Korean actor Lee 
Byung-hun whose martial arts 
skills allow for some terrific 
sequences of hand-to-hand 
combat in bone-crunching 
close-up. 

Red2 opens at a wholesale 
grocery store where retired 
CIA operative Frank Moses 
(Willis) is enjoying domestic 
life with girlfriend Sarah

is delighted when Frank's 
sartorially challenged 
former associate Marvin 
Boggs (Malkovich) pops up 
unexpectedly in the adjacent 
aisle.

Pick fruits 
for summer 


IT’S NOT only the humble potato or common 
carrot which can thrive on allotments - you can 
also grow a cornucopia of delicious soft fruits 
like summer berries and blackcurrants. 

What's more, fruit bushes and trees are long- 
lived. Gooseberries and blackcurrants can do 
well for 20 years, trees can 
produce for decades and 
raspberry canes can last more 
than 10 years. 

"Plot-holders are better off 
looking at soft fruit because it 
takes up less space than fruit 
trees and is easier to manage 
and pick," says Mike Thurlow, 
horticultural adviser to the 
National Allotment Society, 
which is running this year's 
National Allotments Week 
campaign with Kelly's of 
Cornwall. 

"The root run of soft fruit isn't so expansive 
so it doesn't interfere with other crops or with 
neighbours' plots." 

Summer fruits are generally easier to care 
for than larger fruit trees. Many currants can 
be grown as bushes, while raspberries and 
blackberries need to be trained against a 
framework structure, usually a post and wire 


system. 

"Soft fruit can't be shoved away in a cold 
corner," Thurlow explains. "Full sun is needed to 
ripen the wood rather than the fruit because it is 
ripe wood which gives you the bountiful harvest 
the following year." 

If you are growing bushes 
or training trees, plan them as 
part of the structure of your 
allotment, as they are likely to 
be permanent fixtures. Most 
fruit trees are pollinated by 
insects so you'll need to avoid 
windy sites, and add plenty 
of organic matter to the soil, 
which needs to be well- 
drained. 

Strawberries, one of the 
nation's favourite summer 
fruits, should be placed in the 
sunniest border and should be 
moved around on a three-year cycle. 

Few allotments allow trees to be grown 
because they shade other plots and sometimes 
can't be moved when a new tenant arrives. So 
if you want to grow fruit trees, you may have to 
buy dwarf rootstocks to train, creating espaliers, 
cordons or fans.

can be fan-trained and turned into espaliers and 
cordons. It's a bit of fun. You could train them up 
the side of a shed or make make a support from 
stakes and training wires," Thurlow says. 

Be warned that blackcurrants are big plants 
which will need plenty of room, each taking up 
around 1.5 square metres of ground so don't 
plant them too close together. 

"You'll often have fewer berries from two 
struggling plants than from one good one," 
Thurlow points out. 

Unless you live in a really mild area and your 
plot is sheltered, avoid trying to grow tender 
fruits such as figs, apricots and peaches on your 
allotment, as they will need so much protection. 

All soft fruits should be planted in a sheltered 
spot away from frost pockets. Choose late 
varieties to help avoid frost damage and make 
sure you net the fruits from the birds. A fruit cage 
is essential and should be allowed on allotments 


as it is classed as a temporary structure. 

Avoid planting soft fruit where it has been 
grown before as it can lead to replant disease, 
resulting in stunted growth. Buy stock which has 
been certified free of pests and disease to avoid 
the fatal viral disease. 

As for placing your plants, Thurlow advises to 
keep all your fruit bushes together as a group in a 
south or west-facing spot where they will receive 
the maximum sun. 

Growing fruit on your allotment may take 
a little patience as many types will not bear 
fruit the same year they are planted (summer 
raspberries, blackberries and gooseberries will 
fruit in the second year and redcurrants in the 
third), but once they are established, they will 
not let you down.

SEAT has released pictures of the first- 
ever Leon estate, which comes with 
significantly more luggage space than the 
hatchback. 

The stunning new Leon ST's 587-litre 
boot is almost exactly the same volume 
as the Skoda Octavia hatchback. That also 
makes it just 23 litres short of the load 
volume found in the Octavia estate and 
gives it a new dimension of practicality, 
especially considering its dual-level floor. 

Otherwise, the car is broadly similar 
to the five-door Leon, albeit with new 
options such as Adaptive Cruise Control 
(ACC), Adaptive Chassis Control (DCC) 
and Progressive Steering all on the Leon 
ST's options list, but only for certain trim 
grades. 

The engine choices will be familiar, 
ranging from the 1.2-litre TSI petrol with 
104bhp to the 181bhp 2.0-litre diesel.

The 2.0-litre diesels, with 148bhp and 
181bhp, achieve 68.9mpg and 65.7mpg 
respectively. Both are in band B for road 
tax, attracting no charge in the first year 
and just £20 after that.

Gosden said: “She handled the 
ground well - she can run on most 
ground - and we are delighted with 
her run.” 

As for her next targets, the 
Clarehaven Stables handler said: 
“She was third there in the facques 
le Marois last year behind some 
pretty smart horses. That race is a 
possibility. 

“We’ll have a look, but the other 
thing is she could go for the Matron 
Stakes. I think the plan will be to 
breed from her next spring.” 

A return to the Knavesmire for 
next month’s fuddmonte Inter¬ 
national looks the most likely next 
port of call for Mukhadram after he 
enjoyed his day in the sun in the Sky 
Bet York Stakes last Saturday. 

After being placed in the Prince 
of Wales’s Stakes at Royal Ascot 
and Sandown’s Coral-Eclipse, the 
William Haggas-trained four-year- 
old dropped down a grade to the 
Group Two renewal were he went 
off as 9-4 on favourite. 

And he rewarded punters by 
earning a three-quarters of a length 
win from Grandeur, under jockey 
Paul Hanagan. 

Haggas said: “I think I had him a 


bit fresh. I hoped he might be a bit 
more convincing than that, but it’s 
a Group Two win and you don’t win 
them every day, so we’re happy. 

“He’s a beautiful horse and we’ll 
see where we go from here.” 

And the trainer, who had a 
double on the card with Our 
Obsession winning the Sky Bet EBF 
Fillies’ Handicap, acknowledged 
the fuddmonte International on 
August 21 is a possibility. 

Sir Michael Stoute was 
vindicated in supplementing his 
unexposed Royal Ascot winner 
Hillstar for £75,000 in the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. 

The Group Two King Edward 
VII Stakes victor at the Royal 
meeting stayed on nicely for third 
behind winner Novellist and 
second-placed Trading Leather to 
earn connections a tidy profit. 

“I’m delighted with him,” said 
Stoute. “I don’t think we’ll be 
dropping him in class now and he's 
going the right way.” 

On the same card, first-time 
blinkers did the trick for Princess 
Noor as the Roger Varian-trained 
two-year-old won the Group Three 
Princess Margaret fuddmonte 
Stakes. 

“She was a little bit inexperienced 
when she ran at Royal Ascot and 
then she struggled coming down 
the dip at Newmarket last time but 
didn’t run badly,” said Varian. 

“She’s in the Lowther and Cheve- 
ley Park at the end of the season, 
but it’s great she's a stakes winner.”

It was his third twice-around-the- 
clock event of the year with the Audi 
driver having previously won the GT 
class of the Rolex 24 in Daytona and 
finished third at Le Mans. 

And the race, won by Maximil- 
lian Buhk, Bernd Schneider and 
Maximillian Gotz in an HTP Mot- 
orsport Mercedes AMG SLS GT3, 
marked his best Blancpain Endur¬ 
ance Series finish of the season.
